PLACENTIA — A budget 
totaling $2,632,735 has been 
approved by the City Council. The 
budget shows general fund income 
at $1,541,252 and expenses of 
$1,632,160. 

Special fund income will bring 
the total income up to $2,067,342 
and special fund expenditures 
bring expenses up to the total 
budget of $2,632,735. Income from 
grants for sewers and roads will 
make up all of the apparent deficit 
and leave a general fund surplus 
of about $41,000 and a total budget 
surplus of $61,000. 

The two largest expenses will be 
in street construction, mainly the 
widening of Rose Drive, Kraemer 
Boulevard and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard. Also included is a 
portion of the widening of 
Orangethorpe Avenue. The other 


Board Approves Resolution 


The Board of Education of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
at their meeting Monday night, 
passed an open end resolution on 
salary increases for certificated 
and classified personnel which 
includes the administrators. This 
is done in accordance with the 
existing salary schedules. 
Existing salary schedules shall be 
considered interim schedules until 
such a time as different schedules 
are adopted by the Board. Any 
increases granted by the Board 
will be retroactive to July 1,1970. 

The Board also approved a ten 
cent price increase for the Food 
Services Department. This 


increase is to maintain the fiscal 
solvency of the department and 
will not include any changes in the 
present lunch program. An 
anticipated drop of 20 percent 
participation is expected with this 
increase. 

The Food Services Committee 
did not present their findings at 
this meeting and if a further 
increase is indicated to cover 
their suggestions it was thought 
that the participation will drop. 

The annual organizational 
meeting of the board will be held 
on July 6, 1970 and the public 
hearing for budget adoption will 
be held August 3. 


New Meeting Dates Set

the Planning Commission will 
meet there on the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month. 

The Planning Commission will 
also hold study sessions on the 
first and third Monday of each 
month at the City Hall Conference 
Room. 

The Personnel Board will meet 
once each year on the second 
Thursday of July at 7:30 in the 
City Hall. 

All of the above meetings will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. except the 
Planning Commission study 
sessions which will begin at 8 p.m.

FJC Summer 
School Sets 
New Record 

FULLERTON - A record 4,080 
students were registered in 
summer session classes on the 
Fullerton Junior College campus, 
according to a report issued at the 
end of the first week of classes. 

Roughly 240 different classes 
representing every division of the 
college except home economics 
were planned for the summer 
sessions which started Monday, 
June 15. Classes are scheduled for 
four weeks, six weeks, and eight 
weeks. 

Of the 4,080 students, 2,775 are 
registered in the regular day 
summer session program and 
1,305 in the evening program. 

Formal registration 
appointments for the fall 
semester starting September 14 
are scheduled to begin on Monday, 
August 3. Registration permits 
are given out in the sequence in 
which applications for 
registration are received. 
Approximately 5,000 students 
attending FJC during the past 
year have preregistered for 
classes in the fall. Students new^o 
FJC who are registering for the 
first time should make 
arrangements for filing an 
application at the Admissions 
Office on the campus at 321 East 
Chapman Avenue in Fullerton. 


The motion by Councilman 
Henry Wedaa called for 
applications to be submitted 
within two weeks and the 
appointment to be announced in 
three weeks, before hearings on 
the proposed general plan begin.

Assistant City Attorney Leonard 
Hampel had told the council that a 
hearing was allowable but not 
obligatory. 

Councilman Rudolph Castro 
mentioned as part of his reasons 
for voting to oust Meador the 
speech Meador gave at the last 
Council meeting attacking the 
council for being unsympathetic 
to the city’s business community. 
He commented that this type of 
statement did nothing but divide 
the town. 

Bigonger also charged that 
perhaps the council majority had 
something to hide in not calling a 
public hearing, possibly some 
campaign promises. He said that 
the council was acting to stack the 
commission in the direction of 
their policy.

Recommendation of a 
commercial/industrial 
development blue ribbon

The blue ribbon 
committee would be 
composed, according to 
suggestions, of Norman 
DeVilblis, representing the 
utilities, T. A. Shinn, Jr.

large land owners. From the 
city on the committee, it is 
suggested, should be 
Armando Vasquez, 
representing the residential 
and small tax payers 
because of his technical 
background, the planning 
director, and the city 
engineer.
